MANY KINDS OF PANCAKES 


Adapted for Breakfast, Luncheon, Sup­ 
per, or Any Possible Variety 
of Meal. 


Pancakes.—Three 
cupfuls of but­ 
termilk, one scant teaspoonful of soda, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, two cup­ 
fuls of flour, one of corn meal. 
Graham Griddle Cakes.—Warm one 
pint of milk and one pint of water, 
put half of the mixture in stone Jar, 
add five teacupfuls of graham flour 
and two cupfuls of wheat flour, one 
sugar8poonful of brown 
sugar, beat 
until smooth, add rest of milk 
and 
water, lastly one cup of yeast. In the 
morning take out one cupful of bat­ 
ter before adding one-half teaspoonful 
of salt and one spoonful of soda dis­ 
solved in a little water. 
Every night 
mix two-thirds graham and one-third 
flour, according to the amount, de­ 
sired; add milk once in a while when 
It can be spared—it helps to brown 
them nicely. 
Cheaper and healthier 
than buckwheat. 
Best Pancakes.— While doing up the 
evening work put the required amount 
of sour (thick) milk into a mixing 
bowl. 
Beat in flour enough to ir.ake 
a thick batter 
Beat in salt, cover, 
and set aside. 
In the morning 
dis­ 
solve soda in cold water 
Beat into 
batter thoroughly. 
Beat the required 
number of eggs for amount of batter 
light. 
Fold lightly into batter. 
This 
will hasten the breakfast getting and 
you wdll have pancakes fit for a king. 
Cornmeal C akes—Sift together one 
and one-half large cups cornmeal, one 
heaping teaspoon baking powder, tea­ 
spoonful salt, tablespoon sugar. 
Rub 
in one teaspoon lard and add enough 
water to make thin batter. Then add 
one or two eggs. 
Beat well and fry 
on hot griddle. 
This makes enough 
for two and they are certainly fine.

The skin of poultry 
is 
frequently 
very dirty when brought from market, 
and fowls should be not only washed, 
but scrubbed with a soft brush and 
warm water in which a teaspoonful of 
baking soda has been dissolved. Such 
treatment will prevent the disagree­ 
able “henny" taste often noticeable in 
cooked poultry. 
Poultry should be drawn immediate­ 
ly, and unless it is known to have 
been killed very recently It should be 
thoroughly washed on the Inside and 
used soon. 
Poultry that is drawn 
directly after killing, on the contrary, 
keeps better if it is not washed until 
used. 
It should be hung in a cold 
place or put in the ice box with 
a 
piece of charcoal inside the body. 
Cold-storage chickens should under 
no circumstances remain in a warm 
room before cooking. 
Such poultry 
must be kept at a low temperature 
and cooked as soon as possible. 
All 
cold storage food when brought into 
a warm temperature spoils quickly, 
and without doubt many cases of ill­ 
ness traced to the use of such food are 
really due to careless handling and de­ 
lay in cooking. 


Baked North Pole. 
Bake a sponge cake in an oblong 
pan, and when it is cool split it into 
two sheets with a sharp knife. Have 
a square of cylinder-shaped brick of 
ice cream, around which the sheets of 
cake are wrapped. 
The cake should 
project for an inch or so. 
Cover the 
cake with a thick meringue and pack 
the ends of the brick with it 
Then 
put In a hot oven for a minute, or un­ 
til the meringue is just tinged with 
golden brown. Brown on a board cov­ 
ered with white paper, 
and 
when 
browned slip on to a platter and serve.

cooked poultry. 


Poultry should be drawn immediate 


ly, and unless it is known to have 
>een killed very recently It should be 
thoroughly washed on the inside and 
used soon 
Poultry that is drawn 


directly after killins, on the contrary 
keeps better If it is not washed unti 
used 
It should be hung in a cole 


>lace or put in the ice box with a 
ilece of charcoal inside the body. 


Cold-storage chickens should under 


no circumstances remain in a warm 
room before cooking 
Such poultry 


must be kept at a low temperature 
and cooked as soon as possible
